One of tile boldest swindling opera 
tions that has been attempted m 
Richmond in a long time came withm 
an ace of succeeding Tuesday after- 
noon, when two couples drove over 
here from Lexington, bought aboat 
$300 worth of goods from half a doz 
en stores, gave spurious checks for 
them on two local banks and were 
about to mate a gataway when their 
woik wias diseowed vdA. they were 

arrested. . . i - ' 

Arranged for exanunmg trial m 
.Police C!ourt last night, they gave the 
names of Floyd McCall, Hattie Hat- 
ton, Coy Hatton and Ahce McCall. 
They jMule no efifort to evade the 
charges against them bat pled guilty 
and were held to the grand jury this 
morning under $500 bond. Appear- 
ing as witnesses {^gainst them in 
seven warrants which were-^SMS ^ 
before Judge Smith, were JBiirold 
Oldham, of W. D. WBhuil * SfflB, 
Webber Hamilton, of Hamilton Btos^ 
R. J. IftcKee, Z. T. Ke^ of Rice & 
Arnold, E. V. IBider. Tliey also gave 
.spurious checks to George W. Pickels 
for a saddle, which they had not tak- 
en out, and to T. 6. Moberly for har 
ness goods. _ 

But for the supicious of Miss Eliz- 
abeth Adams, saleslady for W. D. 
Oldham & Co., and the prompt action 
of Harold Oldham, the sTsnndlers 
would undoubtely have made a "clean 
sweep" and have gotten safely away 
with little chance of detection, m»x 
they had gotten out of Richmond. Af- 
ter buying lavishly, and- without 
seeming; to care for the price they 
paid, they prepared to give Miss 
Adams a check, and she called atten- 
tion of Mr. Oldham to it, with sigi- 
ficane. He took their checks and im- 
mediately began an investigation. 
Although it was past banking hours, 
he found Spears Turley, of the State 
Bank & Trust Company, upon which 
the women had given i3aita»,AmA 
by "Sallie Johnson," and leanied 
tlist tbo cbeeks were supicious. Mr. 
Oldham tiiea harried to find the 
women. Thinking they would endeavor 
to get oat of town on a train, he and 
Patrolman John Worrell hastened to 
the depot, and looked all over the 
East End of town but were unable to 
discover them. Coming back" to town 
he met Weber Hamilton, and he told 
the story and Mr. Hamilton asked if 
two men were witlf .the m. He Mud 
that two men and two womBn had 
come into Hamilton Bros, store and 
the men bad boof^ hmwQ^ bat the 
women had gone elsewfaare. He soon 
identified the two women and Mr. 
OUDiam continued Ids' seaxdi which 
was qaicUy rewarded when he dis- 
covered Ifcem coming out of E. V. 
Elder's store, their arms full of 
bundles. They had paid for these

News of the attempted wholesale 
swindle spread aroond town rapidly, 
and other vidtims soon i^peared. 
Biee & AnoM had beenrviaited: does 
ta ttie Tabw of 910 booghi and a |15 
cheek on tta Otisai's Bank ai 
by "W. F. ThooftsoD" tenderad m 
payment. They awed f6r and re- 
ceived $6 in cash, after paying for 
their shoes. 

From R. J. McKee's they bought a 
total of two waists, underwear and 
shirtwaists to the value of $23.45, 
giving checks on the State Bank & 
Trast Company signed by "Sallie,, 
Johnson," in payment to Misses 



fteir ear on their retnni home, and 
get it as Mtaif passed. 

The four wore, lodged ^ jiil im- 
mediately wel«r taftaB»4Bto eas- 
tody. Police Judge Mnriay Smith 
drew seven warants for the complain- 
ing witnesses and held a special 
term of his court last night at 8 o'- 
clock, to give them an exanffning 
trial. Without making the slightest 
defense, the two men and women 
pled guilty. When Judge Smith asked 
them why they had started out on 
such an expedition one of the wo- 
men replied: 

"It most have been for want of 
^ense." 

They claim that they live at 526 
Rose street, Lexington and declared 
this was their first offense of any 
sort. 

Asked about the large touring car 
in which they came over, they said it 
is the property of Floyd McCall, who 
bought it from Barlow Hudson, a 
second hand aoto dealer of Lejpngton 



The women said— ttey wm^ sisters. 
They said they had Tarwtli. in Lex- 
ington. All of the foar^ appeared in 
icoinrt as if they were fnght^ted at 
tiie result .their ^tfi&at hi^ noat^t 
them. They claimed 4|at tfau'Vid not 
come to Richmond vtftfl about two 
o'clock in the afternoon. However, 
a number of business men say 
that they saw them here early in the 
morning. They made' no ^ort to buy 
anything as long as the bai^ were 
open,, however, and it seepis to he 
>«D^:&K.<o|dai(».tiM«4B«jr can^^iiiriy to 
reconnoitre the ntnatieii, and tiioi 



in t}ie hMM tbat no iesort would be 
made to mvestigate the checks they 

gave. 

One of the things about their 
game that seemed to have fooled 
most of the local business men and 
made them accept the checks un 
questioned, was that each had a re- 
gulation pocket checkbook with other 
checks stubbed, and in the usual or- 
der. All insisted on signing their 
names in ink and had foantain pens 
witibi them. 

Judge Smilii held them all to the 
grand jury imder $500 bond, which 
they did not give and went to jail 
over night. Their cases were sub- 
mitted to the grand jury, which 
brought in indictn^ts immediately, 
Just before noon, the culprits were 
haled before Judge Shadtelford in cir- 
cuit court, where they again plead 
guilty when confronted with the in- 
dictments. Judge Shackelford fixed 
their bail at $500 ' in each case, and 
ins^racted Clerk Jaxpes /W. Wagers, 
to accqpt real estate hail only so 
there might be no danger of a cash 
bond being given- and the goiity par- 
ies forfeiting it and skipping out. 

It was suggested that they might 
be tried this afternoon, but one of 
the men asked that the trials be on 
May 27th, a date first suggested by 
the Judge, in order that he might at- 
tend to some business. The four sean 
ed to^rtelise that tiiey will aocm be 
withht.^e walls of "me FraalOfort 
penitontiar^. One of the women cried 
daring their arraignment in cireoit 
court and all seemed deeply depress- 
ed. 

Few seem to think that they are 
experienced criminals. The general 
opinion seems that they are ama- 
teurs, who heard of such a game be-, 
ing worked somewhere and thought 
they would try it in Richmond,. They,

CoL Sam Creceliua, civil engineer of 
the regular isva, who has been en- 
gaged to stnarytae the I n sta l lation of 
Richmond's sewMMST^uM P*vo« streets 
system, has been spending two days 
going over the city anc Uarmg a 
ground-work for plans which will soon 
be drawn up. Col. Creoellva met -with 
the City Council and CittaeB-a CWBunit- 
tee yesterday, and after fomal dtecus- 
slon, went -with them in a body over 
the principal portions of the city. 

The Council formally elected CoL 
Crecelius as City Engineer, to have 
charge of the work. His salary will 
be $5,000 a year, and those who know 
of his work and thfe demand for capa- 
ble, experienced men. say that he is 
cheap at the figure. 

The Council and the Citizen's Com- 
mittee appointed a special Executive 
Committee to have direct cnarge of all 
operations -with "full power to act' 
The Committee representmg the Coun- 
cil is coBlBOsed of Mayor L. P. Bvans 
and Couiicttia«B^C. B. Terrill and Wm. 
OlJeil. :^li^ 'rt ie httng the CltUen's 
Committee- are Mpisrs. T. K. HMsllton. 
and J. Hide Dees. The selection of 
these men to have, direct and eompleto 
charge of the work' -wni undoubtom^ 
meet -with the approval and enaerae- 
ment of the taxpayers general^; for 
they are men who have .jne conndonce 
of the people. 

' Col. Crecelius went over plans for a 
main trunk sewerage system in Rich- 
mond, as outlined by Chlcagr, engineers 
several years ago. and found that it 
offers a feasible and workable plan. 
He said that other outlines of street 
grades, and plans which have been 
drawn up before, will facilitate the 
wortc greatly. He will make a sur- 
vey and draw up plats as quickly as 
possible, with such suK^estlons as he 

thinks best ...... .. 

The tentative proposition dtoeussed 
as to street paving is for paving of 
Main street from the depot to the 
brid.Ye on the Lexington pike, and Lan- 
caster avenue, around the court house 
square. Second and Third streets, and 
then others if possible. "rnese plans 
are merely tentative as yet. and defi- 
nite and complete plans will not be 
adopted finally until Col. Crecelius has 
full opportunity to inveatlsato *u con- 
dltiona.

BIG SWINDLING 

^ GAME UNEARTHED 



(By AMocMad Pmh)

L. Ert Sladi; Uinted States 
attorney, has not made public the 
names of the victims. 

The chief trick of the gang was to 
make an aquaintanoe and then whisp- 
er of a proposition involving pur- 
chase of real estate from an EngUsh- 
man, whose dishonest secretary was 
letting the property go for a sum 
far under its real value. 

The victim is induced to get $10 - 
000 cash, and the "Englishman" is 
introduceid, but just before closing 
t he deal of the Rngtiwinnm, a great 
lover of i^orts, decides to so away 
to attend a aporUug evcnft. To keep 
him present a boxing insfedi is ai> 
ranged. 

The coming contest creates great 

interest and those on the inside learn 
that it is to be a "fixed" event. The 
victim enters the inner circle; he 
sees thousands of dollars pass hands; 
he is even made stockholder for a 
night; the pot keeps growing, some- 
times readiing $200,000, before the 
victim hinadf . deddn to tadn a 
"flier."
